SHARP 1854 TYPE ONE GOLD DOLLAR, MS63 PCGS 








1854. PCGS graded MS-63. A sharply struck coin with flashy luster and 
especially pleasing surfaces for the assigned grade. (#7525) 


CONDITIONALLY RARE 
1854-D TYPE ONE GOLD DOLLAR 





1854-D. NGC graded MS-62. Bright and lustrous yellow-gold with gener- 
ous mint brilliance overall. One of just 2,935 gold dollars struck in the final 
year of Type One coinage within the denomination at Dahlonega. Indeed, 
the 1854-D Type One gold dollar sports the lowest regular-issue mintage of 
all Type One gold dollars. We suspect that about 100 or so examples of this 
date currently exist in all grades, making the present MS62 specimen a can- 
didate worthy of careful consideration for a place in your gold dollar collec- 
tion. Census: 9 in 62, just 1 is finer (3/07). (#7526)

BRILLIANT UNCIRCULATED

+] 1854. NGC graded MS-61. Quite an appealing coin for the near-basal 


Uncirculated grade level, both sides exhibit pleasing medium gold color and 
above average striking detail for the Type Two design. Typically abraded for 
the grade, yet free of singularly mentionable contact marks. (#7531) Ex: The 
Arthur H. and Isabel Rashmajian Collection. 





4 1854 Type Two. PCGS graded AU-58. An exceptional amount of mint lus- 


ter remains on this well struck, well centered example. As a bonus, there are 
no singularly mentionable marks or abrasions and die clashing is at a mini- 
mum.

5 1855. PCGS graded MS-61. Well defined on each side with slightly muted 
luster on the obverse. There are also a couple of small indentations at the left 
obverse border. Still, impressive quality for the grade. (#7532) 


6 1855. ANACS graded Details of AU-55 Scratched. Despite the scratches, 


still a pleasing, high grade example of this always collectible type coin.

1857-C. ANACS graded Details of XF-45 Ex Jewelry, Whizzed. Bright 
yellow color overall, each side has been noticeably abraded from jewelry 
usage, and whizzed to an unnatural appearance. Still, an affordable example 
of this highly collectible Charlotte issue. Only 13,280 pieces were struck.

1858-D. ANACS graded Details of AU-50 Repaired, Whizzed. Some 


smoothing has occurred in the obverse field and both sides have been harsh- 
ly cleaned. Still, this is one of a mere 3,477 pieces produced, with high grade 
pieces being especially elusive. (#7549) 





1859. PCGS graded MS-62. While a rather common date, among Type 
Three gold dollars, the 1859 is a desirable coin because of the earliness of the 
date. This is a pleasing, highly lustrous, well struck coin with a few minor 
field marks that serve to limit the grade. (#7551) 
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1862. PCGS graded MS-63. Well struck with full mint frost and satiny sur- 
faces. There are the normal light abrasions one would expect of the assigned 


grade. (#7560) 


FLASHY SELECT BU 1884 GOLD DOLLAR 





1884. PCGS graded MS-63. A flashy coin with partially reflective straw- 
gold surfaces that have areas of magenta on the obverse and reverse. Sharply 


struck with a few light marks. (#7585) 





1888. PCGS graded MS-63. Produced in limited numbers, this Select sur- 


vivor displays rich orange-gold color and somewhat subdued, satiny luster.

1839-C QUARTER EAGLE WITH XF40 DETAILS 





1839-C. ANACS graded Details of XF-40 Damaged. Several deep gouges 
are present on either side, one virtually obliterating the C mintmark above 
the date. A subtle green-gold finish appears over the otherwise well detailed 
surfaces. (#7699)

ELUSIVE NEAR-MINT 1845-D LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLE 





1845-D. PCGS graded AU-58. Highly lustrous yellow-gold with rich 
orange highlights in the fields and on the highpoints. A sharply struck exam- 
ple of the date, save for the characteristically weak eagle's neck, leg and shield. 
A thoroughly pleasing example for the assigned grade. Much of the mintage 
for the date, 19,460 pieces, went immediately into circulation where they 
served their purpose for a considerable length of time, the end result being 
that most known survivors today are VF to XF. As an AUS58, the date 
becomes a modest rarity. Population: 15 in 58, 5 finer (3/07). (#7738) 








CONDITIONALLY ELITE 
1850-D QUARTER EAGLE, MS61 NGC 
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1850-D. NGC graded MS-61. Lustrous deep yellow gold with frosty bright- 
ness in the fields. The strike is typical for the date, sharp details, save for the 
eagle’s neck and left (facing) leg. For future identification purposes, a single 
small abrasion is seen in the field below the eagle's left wing. One of 12,148 
quarter eagles struck at Dahlonega, and one of just 17 examples of the date 


graded Mint State by NGC, none finer than MS63 (3/07). 


The Winter reference on the Dahlonega Mint notes: “The 1850-D quarter 
eagle is most often seen in Very Fine and Extremely Fine grades. It is scarce 
in About Uncirculated and nearly every piece in this grade range is no better 


than AU-50.” 


We are pleased to offer a coin that goes beyond Winter's best expectations for 
the date, and we are certain bidding activity will go beyond expectations as

AFFORDABLE 1850-D LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLE 





1850-D. ANACS graded Details of AU-50 Graffiti. Several obvious pin- 
scratches of initials are seen on the obverse, as is a small indentation on Lib- 
erty’s neck. Well struck with a pronounced green-gold appearance overall. 
Just 12,148 quarter eagles were produced in Dahlonega this year, and Breen 
considered the date to be “extremely rare in AU.” An excellent bidding 
opportunity for an alert quarter eagle collector or Dahlonega Mint specialist.

CONDITIONALLY RARE UNCIRCULATED 
1851-C QUARTER EAGLE 





1851-C. NGC graded MS-61. A moderate amount of 14,923 1851-C quar- 
ter eagles were coined at Charlotte. According to Douglas Winter, in terms 
of overall rarity, this issue ranks 12th out of the 20 quarter eagles that were 
struck there. However, in AU and Mint State grades, a “51-C quarter eagle 
should be considered rarer than a similarly graded 1840-C, 1843-C Large 
Date, 1850-C, and 1856-C. 


This example presents a bright green-golden finish amid crisply defined 
devices. Many “51-C quarter eagles exhibit areas of pronounced weakness. A 
few light abrasions are visible under close examination but are considered 
minimal for the assigned grade. An important opportunity for the Southern 
gold specialist. Census: 8 in’61, just 2 are finer (11/06). (#7760) Ex: The 
Kryfko Collection. 





CONDITIONALLY ELITE 1857-D QUARTER EAGLE, MS62 





22 1857-D. ANACS graded MS-62. This example is typically well struck for 
the issue, with both the obverse and the reverse exhibiting sharp detailing 
including Liberty's hair and the eagle's feathers. Even the border details are 
sharp, save for a small area at the base of the reverse. The fields impart a semi- 
reflective glow with each side being a medium copper-gold color. Small, rel- 
atively unobtrusive marks are noted in the fields with a small patch just under 
the eagle's right (facing) wing. This is solely mentioned for future identifica- 
tion purposes. 


Only 2,364 1857-D quarter eagles were struck at Dahlonega, Georgia. Dou- 
glas Winter, in his book Gold Coins of the Dahlonega Mint, has estimated that 
approximately 110 to 130 ‘57-D specimens exist in all states of preservation. 


Of these, eight to ten are thought to be in Mint State conditions. (#7783) 


23 1907. NGC graded MS-63. Satiny throughout with rich golden-orange 


color and a sharp strike. A few small ticks on the obverse serve to limit the 


grade. (#7859) 


GLITTERING CHOICE CAMEO PROOF 
1906 QUARTER EAGLE 





24 1906. PCGS graded Proof 64 Cameo. The portrait of Liberty on this coin, 
and all other 1906 quarter eagles, is a hybrid between lightly polished in the 
die and fully frosty. Beginning in 1902 at the new Philadelphia Mint (the 
building was first occupied in Autumn 1901), most proofs were produced in 
a different way, with the portraits of Liberty and the eagle polished in the die. 
The coins of 1903, the following year, were not polished as deeply in the die, 
and by 1906 much of the old cameo style had returned. 


This is a lovely specimen of the proof 1906 quarter eagle. Although 160 were 
minted, relatively few survive in finer grades. The fields are especially deep in 
reflectivity and the devices lightly frosted yielding the highly sought-after 
cameo effect. The color is a bright, yellow-gold overall. For pedigree purpos- 
es, one tiny imperfection is noted in the reverse field above the eagle's head. 
Certainly a “keeper” deserving of a place in an advanced gold collection,

1908. PCGS graded MS-65. In 1908, the new $2.50 and $5 designs by Bela 
Lyon Pratt were not announced in advance, and suddenly they appeared, 
somewhat to the surprise of numismatists. Augustus Saint-Gaudens had been 
commissioned to redesign these two denominations, but had passed away on 
August 3, 1907, before having the chance to do so. An intermediary, William 
Sturgis Bigelow, a Boston area sculptor and a former student of Saint-Gau- 
dens, enlisted Bela Lyon Pratt to do the work. The Indian on the obverse rep- 
resents a motif from life, in contrast to the Indian Head cent, which is a fan- 
tasy, putting a war bonnet on the head of a young girl. Realism in Indian 
motifs occurred earlier with the Series of 1899 “Indian Chief” $5 Silver Cer- 
tificate. The reverse, with a perched eagle, pays tribute to Augustus Saint- 
Gaudens and is similar in concept to that used on the 1907 $10, in turn bor- 
rowed from the unofficial inaugural medal for Theodore Roosevelt by Saint- 
Gaudens, 1905, and beyond that inspired by ancient coinage. 


Fully lustrous throughout with warm orange-gold surfaces. As always, the 
strike wanes somewhat on the upper tip of the eagle's wing. An ideal Gem 
representative of the first year of issue of this innovative design. (#7939) 


1909. ANACS graded AU-55. Minimal wear and light golden color overall. 
(#7940) 


1910. ANACS graded AU-58. Free of most marks, only the slightest 


amount of wear shows on each side. (#7941) 


1910. ANACS graded AU-55. A lightly circulated, high grade type coin.

specialist of our acquaintance. Researcher Henry T. Hettger laid the matter to rest a few years ago, presenting evidence that the Mint records are incorrect, and 


the mintage referred to was actually earlier dated pieces. 
This is a lightly circulated Proof that is mostly brilliant on both sides, with mirror surfaces exhibiting some friction, as expected. Hints of darker patina are seen
